REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
is Xu et al. (S. Xu et al., " Dynamic Routing and Assignment of Wavelength Algorithms in 
Multi-Fiber Wavelength Division Multiplexing Networks", Proceedings of Eight International 
Conference on Computer Communications and Networks, October 1999). The controller for 
controlling the operation of the switch by implement ting a routing protocol and exchanging 
routing information with other nodes and implementing a label protocol where said label 
comprising at least one of a wavelength and a fiber number, in combination with other 
limitations, as stated in claims 1 and 31-33 is not taught nor rendered obvious by the prior art. 
The step of controlling an operation of a switch by implementing a routing protocol and 
exchanging routing information with other nodes and implementing a labeling protocol where 
said label comprising at least one of a wavelength and a fiber number, in combination with other 
limitations, as recited in claims 34-37 is not taught nor rendered obvious by the prior art.
